HONGEONG, TUESDAY, ocronER IL, 1893, 
Tue ‘judgment-in the Chishima~Ra- 
verre appeal case, a summarised version 
of which will be found in another co- 
lumn, is 8 judicial deliveratve. of 
considerable interest, and importance, 
In whatever aspect the matters atissue 
might present themselves. to the legal 
mind, we can entertain no doubr -that 
the desision arrived at by. the Supreme’ 
Court at Shanghai'will be regarded by 
laymen as 9 just ‘and feir'one. ‘Tha 
grounds of the decision ara sat forth 
with the greatest fulness .and’ elabora- 
tion, and their soundoess and suffi- 
y be. beyond 
question. Tho P. & 0. Company, ~.: 
it is held, are perfectly entitled to file 
a counterclaim in the action brought. 
against them by the Japanese Govern- 
ment for the loss of the Japanese war-* 
vessel Chishima Kan through. collision 
with ‘one of the company,s steamars, 
Mr Mowatt, before whom the aotion 
was brought in the Consular Court ‘at 
Yokohama, held that as the collision 
oceurrad in Japanese territorial waters 
—thatis to say in a channel of the Inland: 
Sea only two miles wide—the plaintiff, 
being the Mikado, is by the Jaw af 
Japan exempt from any responsibility, 
for neghgent acts of his. sarvants ate 
‘cannot bo sued in an English Court for 
the damage resulting. from euch’ act; 
and being, for that raason, not. answéer- 
able in an action, he cannot’ be held 
liable to a counterclaim.’ It was con- 
tended on behalf of the. P.i& 0. 
Company thatthe fault of the collision 
lay’ entirely with the Japanese vessel, 
and the counterclaim. which the Com- 
pany asked leave to file was in respect 
of the damage done to-the Ravenna. . 
The Company asked, in eddition, that 
secutity stould be given by the Japan 
eso Governmert to abide. by. ‘the da- 
cision of the Court as regérds the 
counterclaim. The resistance to’ this 
application “was made’ on various 
grounds, Mr Lowder’s., brief statement 
of these grounds was as follows :— 

‘That the collision having'taken placa 
in Japanese territory or Japanese terri- 
torial waters: is to be governed. by the 
law of Japan, that is to say, the law. 
applicable to tho vase in all its bearings 
is the law of Japan, and it having been 
shown by an affidavit which is on the 
fle and which is before the Court, that 
according to the law of Japaa the 
plaintiff being the Sovereign of Japan, 
is exempted. from liability, that.he can 
do no wrong, and no action oan, be 
brought against him in bis own Courts. 
Therefore it follows, adcording to the 
judgment of the Court below,.that no 
adtion canbe brought against him in o| 
British Court, ond if no action can be 
brought against him in a British, Court, 
therefore, on’ tho same’ ground, no 
Soup or olsion can be brdught against 

im.” : 

for the appellants it was contended 
that the collision did not oceur in Ja- 
panese territorial waters but on the 
high soas, and that the action therefore 
did not come under the exclusive, juris- 
diction of the municipal laws of Jopan ; 
and also that even if it’ did -take place 
in Japanese territory a counterclaim 
would lic against the plaintiff. This.is 
precisely the view which the Court of 
appeal hes taken ot tho matter. It

HIN LOBDSBIP ON WRITS OF ATTACHMENT. 
While His Lordship wna hearing o suit 
in which the Clob Macaenso sues one of its 
mombers to recnver money due for liquors 


aupplied and billiurda,— 

Mr EB. J. Grist (of Mr 0, D. Wilkinson's 
office) applied for an interim writ of attach: 
ment against a junk, Tt was stated in an 
affidavit supporting the application that the 
master and owner of the jank owed money 
on promissory note, aud that the juok 
was leaving to-day or to-morrow to avoid 
or delay tho execution of any decree that 
might be issuod in o suit pending in the 
Qourt. 

His Lordship—Your application is in- 
complete. It does not state the date when 
this money was borrowed. 

Mr Grist—It is due now, 

His Lordship—-Yes ; but euppose it was 
borrowed ten yeara ago! I aee the pro- 
missory note is dated 15th June, 1893, 
What evidenco have you to show that the 
defendant is removing his property out of 
tho juriadiction of the Court in order to 
avoid or delay the performanco of any de- 
crov? He may be sailing his junk im tho 
ordinary courso of trade. I suppose he 
muet anil with it ; Uhat it must sail in order 
to carn mouey. That is in the ordinary 
course of business. The money was hor- 
rowed in Juna, and it was borrowed on the 
security of the junk, The plaintiff must 


-] know thet the junk was not ulways to re- 


main in Hongkong. 

Mr Grist—No; but he must huve good 
reason for asking the attachment of the 
junk, Woe could not possibly swear it was 
the dofendant’s intention never to return, 
or that it was his intention to evade decroe. 

Hi [ ordship—Here is a man, who, ac- 
cording to your writ, ia master and owner 
of a certain junk. Well, it is in the usual 
course of his trade that he goss out of and 
in to this Barbour with his junk. 

Mr Grist—Yaa. 

His Lordship—And although this pro- 
migeory note is dated so far back as June 
you wish to stop him to-day. Well, your 
affidavit is not sufficient, You soy ho is 
indebtod to you, snd that you verily balievo 
he will leave the Colony in said junk either 
to-day or to-morrow morning, 80 that apy 
decree issued under this suit will be 
obstructed or delayod. That ia not remov- 
ing his property in order to avoid or delay 
the issue of the decree. Tho law 
only grante interim attachment of 
property when the defendant acts as 
if with intent to obstruct or detain 
any decree passed againat him, Suppose 
ho,is leaving to lish or is going up to Canton 
with his juvk, you have no Tight to seize 
hico unless you con prove that this mau is 
not coming back. 

Mr Grist—It is quite impossible to say 
with certainty that,a man leaves the juris- 
diction of the Court in order to avoid 
execution. 

His Lordship—That is tho only casa in 
which the law authorises me to stop him. 
Suppose he is the owner of a junk, passage 
boat, or carga boat running between Hong- 
kong and-Macav or Canton, if be leaves 
this port tho assumption is that he is carry 
ing on the ordinary course of trade, and you 
have no right to stop him. The affidavit is 
incompleté. If you can prove that this is 
nota man who trades regularly and that you 
believe that if he goes away he will not 
come back, or that the junk does not balong 
to Hongkong, or something like that I may 
grant interim attachment; but, prima. 
facie, you have po right to stop the jank. 
Tt must yo ubout to mako money. 

Mr Grist—Yes. Will you allow the ap- 
plication to stand over to allow me to get a 
fresh affidavit? I had no knowledge of the 
cass, The affidavit was uot drawn up by 
me, but was breught to me in Gourt. 

His Lordship—Yes; Z cannot issue in- 
terim attachment on this affidavit. T havo 
great disinglinction to grant these applica- 
tions, without giving the parties ao op- 
portunity of being hoard. 


‘THE CLUB MAOAENSE. 
Tn this suit, tho Club Macaonse, Elgin 


Stroot, sued one of its members, Mr Xavier 
for a sum of $47.10 balance due for refresh- 
monts and billiards, : 

BP, A. do Rozario, Prasident of the Club, 
appeared in support of the plajutif club, 
and the dsfondant was represented by Mr 
EB, J. Grist (of Mr O. D, Wilkinson's 
office). 

Evidenco was partly heard yesterday. 
Yoday His Lordahip heard the evidence of 
the boys who looked after the billiard tables 
and bar and of thé clerk uf the Club, 

Mr Grist contested the caso, both on legsl 
grounds and‘on questions of fact. He con- 
tended that the Club Macaeces was @ pro- 
prictary club, and as such could not sue any 
of its mombers for liquors supplied unless 
the proprietor had a license torell, As an 
alternative bar to action, he coutended that 
if it was uot a proprietary club then it was 
a members’ club, and being a members’ 
club each mamber would be in the position 
ofa partuor, aad achit given by « member 
to the partnership would, in a measure, be 

ivan to himself; and it would be ridiculous 
to hold that s man could euo himeelf, He 
stated thet tho defendant had a counters 
claim against the Club fora larger eum than 


~4 -that-sued for inthe present .actio 


His Lordship decided that the “Club 
Macaense was oot a proprivtary club, and 
held that.a clab could gue its mombors 
either for subscriptions due or for refresh- 
ments supplied. On the question of 
avidence, be said he was satisfied that the 
defendant had insurted this debt for bil- 
liards oad refreshments. The books hed 
been produaed and aupported by, the 
evidence of the witavescs for tho Club in 
auch a manner as left no doubt in kis mind 
on -that point. He would not, hewover, 
give judgment for any particular amount 
uatil he had heard the counter-clain, 
which would come before him next Friday.

in this caso was delivered by Chief Justice 
Hannon this morning as follows :-— 


This is an appon! from H.M.’s Court for 
Japan. The suit was brought by the plaic- 
tif under the Admiralty Jurisdiction of the 
Court, praying that the defondanta might 
be ordered to pay the damago coused by 
the sinking of the Chishima Kaz by their 
steamer the Ravenna, which the plaintiff 
alleged was wholly to blame fur tho colli- 
sion which had ocourred between tho two 
vessels. ‘The defendants, in their snawer. 
denied that their steamer was to blame, 
and alleged that tho collision was brought 
about solely by the fault of those on board 
the Chishima Kan. Thoy then moved that 
they should be allowed to file a counter- 
claim ageinst the plaintiff, that tho suit and 
counterclaim should be heard togatler, and 
that tho plaintiff be ordered to give security 
to abide by and perform the decision of the 
Court on the countorclaim. Tho Judge of 
the Court below refused this motion upon 
grounds which may shortly be slated as 
follaws :—The collision occurred at a spot 
within the territorial wators of Japan whero 
the law sf Japan applied; that by that law 
the plaintiff could not be sued forthe tor- 
tious acta of his servants; that therefore if 
the defendants established the allegations of 
their answer, they would not be entitled to 
any relief against the plaintiff, and thatthere- 
foro they ought not to be allowed to file 5 
counterclaim. The decision of the Judge 
resis upon hie finding that the spot where 
tho collision took placo was one where the 
law of Japan applied. The actual spot is, 
L believe, not in disputo, but the defend. 
ants contend that it being upon the 
highway of the nations, nob in a bey, har- 
bour of estuary, itis not o apot at which 
the law of Japan applies but a spot at 
which an Admiralty Court must apply the. 
Law Maritime ; that by the Law Maritime 
the owner is answorablo for tho .tortious 
acta of his sorennts ; that therefore, if they 


they will be ontiled to relief against the 
plaintiff, and that the Judge of the Court 
helow was wrong in rafusing them leave to 
file a counterclaim. The place of collision 
waa undoubtedly upon tho highway of na- 
tions. We know that at the present time 


almost every mail steamer going from 
China to the western sido of tho continent 
of America, passea tha apot where the col- 
lision took placo, an@-we know as matter 
of history that when the entrance to the 
Inland Sea was stopped tho right to anter 
aud pass through it wss asserted by force 
of atms by England, France, Holland, 
and America, and such right admitted 
by tho Government of Japan. The 
collision then took place at 8 epot upon 
the highway of nations, and this in my 
opipion ia the samo as anying that it occarr- 
ed at o spot which, for the purposes of the 
law adminiatered in the Court for Japan 
and in this Court (whon sitting as Ad- 
wiralty Courte st any rote), must “bo com 
riderod as the High Sexe. I come to this 
conclusion from a careful cons:doration of 
the cases, Tho caso of the S¢.ronia appears 
to mo to be exactly in pi There the 
eotlision took place in the jolent, about 
half a mile distant from the Isle of Wight 
and throo or four miles Enet. of Yarmouth. 
It couma to me thut so far as the spot of 
the coltision is coucerned, this is a5 nearly 
analogous to the epot where the Chishimi 
and ‘avenna collided as it is possible to be, 
and the Court of Admiralty and the Privy 
Council hold that this was a spot at which 
the Local Law did not apply, the Master of 
tho Rolls, in delivering the Judyment of 
the Court, saying, ‘ We ars of opinion that 
thig collision must bo considered to have 
taken place on the high seus in a place 
where a Foreign vessel has a right of 
sailing without being bound by any fro- 
visions of tho Statutes enacted to govern 
British ships.’ Thore are cases which have 
been quoted by the Counsel for tho 
Plaintiff as authorities egainst this view, 
but I do not think it necessary to go into 
thom further than to say that they aro all 
reconcileable if we take the doctrino to be 
that a ship when sailing on the highway of, 
nations is to be taken as on the 
High Soas, but that it is otherwise 
when she leaves the highway and enters 
a bay, harbour or estuary in the tereitory 
of a state. The collision then musl 
eo deemed to have taken place upou the 
Fligh Seas at s spot where the Law Mari- 
time applied. The Law Maritime is that 
the owner of a ship dving damage to another 
is liable for the negligence of bis servants. 
(The Chartered Mercantile Bank of I 
versus the Natherlanda Steam Navigation 
Company, LR. 10,, Q. B. D.. por indly 
L, J. at . ‘The plaintiff in the pre- 
gont case, if it had baen brought ina Viee- 
Admiralty Court in H.M.’s dominions or 
in the Admiralty Court in England, would 
Baro been liable on the counterclaim, and 
thereforo the reasons for his refusal to 
allow the counterclaim to be filed given by 
tha Judgo of £.M.’s Court of Japan, do 
not apply. Subject to the obj-ctions mors 
particularly urged by Mr Kirkwood, I think 
the Court for Japan ought to have allowed 
thie counterclaim to befiled. Thave there- 
fore arrived at this puint,—' Subject to the 
provisions of the Order in Council, and 
upon the principles and in confo.mity with 
the Jaw in force in aud for England’ (Iam 
quoting the words of the Order in Council 
of 1865, Sec. 5) this counterclaim ought to 
be admitted. Then we are tald by section 
4 of the Order in Council of 1885 that the 
jurisdiction wo exercise, shall be exercised 


jn accordance with this provision (amongst 
othera) and not otherwise. This seeme to 
me to micot all Mr Kirkwood’s objeo- 
tions, except anch—at-rest_on_the Order. 
in Gouneil aud Rules themselves. It 
might possibly bo suggested: that neither 
the Court for Japan nor thia Court has any 
jutisdiction to try_this case at all, it boing 
@ case Where the Emperor of Japan alleges 
that he has rcuson to complain of a' British 
subject, and auch a case does nof.seem to 
me to bave been provided for specifically 
ia the “Trewty or the in-Council-or 
the Bules. But the plaintiff by coming to 
the Court ates that wo have jurisdiction 
and it is. not denied’ by the defendants.

the words ‘Foreign Sovereign’ when he 
comes into H.B.M.’s Court for Japau. 1 
suggested during the argument, aod ¥ now 
feel. convinced, that the only inter- 
pretation we can properly put pun 
the words ‘Foreign Soveroign > is a 
Sovereign of some state other than Great 
Britain. Tt has also been argued ‘that 
H. LM. the Emperor of Japan 
moat be treated as ‘tho Sovereign’ in a. 
B. M.'s Court for Japan. Lagree with the 
Judga of the Court below thut ‘the 
Sovereign’ in that Court, and in every 
English Oourt, is and must be Her Majesty 
the Queen. In holding this we intend no 
discourtesy to Bis Imperial Majesty, and 
its being 80 held is in my opinion in no 
way derogatory to bis dignity. Every 
Sovervign in the world is treated in an 
English Court as of equal dignity, but the 
Sovervign when mentioned ia our Courts 
must bo understood ta mean Her Majesty 
the Queen of Great Britaio. We have, 
moreovor, tho sativfaction of knowing that 
if we ure wrong in this or any ot her point 
of our Judgmants, we may be svt right by 
H.M.'s Privy Council to whom no doubt an 
appoal will be cacried. The Assistant 
Judge and myself have arrived at practical- 
ly the same concln-ion, though upou some- 
what different grounds ;—the judgment of 
the Court is, that the appeal motion be 
granted, with costa here and ia the Court 
below. 

In the course of a long judgment the 
Assistent Jadge said :— 

It was argued at great length before us 
by Plaintifi’s Counsel that as all jurisdiction 
exercisable in Japan by the Queen is derived 
by delegation from the Emperor of Japan 
and os the Emperor has never authorised 
British Courts to entertain claims againet 
Japanese subjects, the Court for Japan has 
no power to entertain countor-claims egaiast 
them when they appear xs suitors. 

Passing by the contention that Wer 
Majeaty’s authority iv Jupan is derived by 
delegation, which, however, T donot admit 
as a correct uccount of ita origin, let us see 
what the Treaty has to say a8 to auils he~ 
tween Japenese and Britich subjects, The 
Artiolea in question ace Arts. V. and VL. 
of the Treaty of 20th Aug., 1868. Art. V. 
deals with oriminal offences sud declares 
that Japanesa subjects guilty of any 
criminal act towards Britich eubjects shal! 
be tried and punished by the Japanese 
authorities according tothe laws of Japan 
and aithilarly British endjects committing 
any crime in Japan shall be tried and 
punished by the Consul or other public 
funotionary authorised thereto according to 
the luwa of Great Britain.’ . 

‘Art, VI refors fo civil saits and is worded 
sery differently. ‘A British subject hav- 
ing reason to complein of a Japaness must 
proceed to the Consulate and state his 
grievance. The Consul will inquire into 
the merits of the oate, and do his utmost to 
atrange it amicably, Io like manner if-a

ffe enlled attention to the fact that the 
material prosperity of the Chinese people de- 
mands great reforms in political and com~ 
mercial circles, in education and religion. 
Not simply tho moral reformation of the ins 
dividual, butareform of methods and meavs, 
He did not undervalue the importance of. in- 
dividaal reformation ae lying at the founda- 
tion of all social and political progress, but 
his purpose was to puiut out another duty, 
also of importance ; that of helping the peo- 
ple of China to live mora comfortably. Some 
very valuable statistics were provented ebow- 
ing the great loss gusteined annually by China 
from ignorance of scientific agrioultare, from 
went of improved maolinory and from lack 
of cheap and quick transportation, Go re- 
minded us that even from a finanoial point 
of view the idolatry of the Chinese was a 
great curse to tho laud, He would not have 
us give leas thought to the epiritual needs of 
the people but more to their material 
comfort, The ‘Gospel of the Kingdom,’ 
according to Mr Richard, inoludes material 
benefits, and most thoughtful Christians 
will agree with him. He quoted some one 
ay saying that ‘we should give up our com- 
forts or teach the Chinese how to gat them.’ 

Tho paper (says a correspondent of the 
N.-C, Daily News) was’ an earnest and

This Rule gives the Court libert; in ‘all 
matters tot in these Rules expressly provid- 
ed for, ’ to follow the procedure of the supe- 
rior Court, and in Admiraity suits that of 
the Admiralty Oourt in Bagiand. In cithex 
case there is power givon to the Court to en~ 
tertain o couster-claim and to order geou- 
rity if it thiok fit. : 
Viewing Lhe position asa whole, itappeare 
to me that this is a suit for which no provi- 
sion bas been made oither in the Treaty or iv 
the Orders in Council or in the Rules, ‘The 
Treaty is a contract betwoen the Queen and 
the Emperor of Japan to regulate dealings 
hetween their respective subjects, but cun- 
taining oo reference to the exerolse of the 
goverviva rights of eithor, In pursuance of 
that contruct the Qucen hos created a tribu- 
pal in Japan for the determination of matters 
in difference between British eubjects and 
between foreigners and British subjects and 
for tho punishment of crimes and offences 
committed by British eabjects in Japan. It 
has also pleased Her Majesty to declare this 
Court to be a Vioe-Admiralty Court, and to 
have for and within Japan and for vessels 
and petsyns coming to and within Japan, 
“all sach jurisdiction as for the time 
being ordinarily belongs to the Vioe-Ad- 
miralty Conrts in Her Mojesty’s possessions 
abroad’ The Emperor now voluntarily 
comes into this Court, and asks the 
aid of the Court to recover damages 
against o British steamer which he alleges 
has suok one of his war vessels, The De- 
fendanta by their anawer allege that the 
collision, was wholly due to the negligent 
navigation of the Plaintiff's vessel and that 
not onls do they not owe anything to the 
Plaintiff bat that he owes them a farge eum 
for damages caused to their vosuel by the 
collision and they ask thot this coucter~ 
claim of theirs be admitted and adjudicated 
on along with the original claim. The 
question is has the Emperor of Japaa any 
right, as he contends, tv ask that his lain 
bo dAermined wholly without reference to 
the damage sustaived by Defendants and 
that bu be at liberty to recover his damages 
even in the event ef both vessela being 
found to blame, leaving the defendants to 
the chences of an action in tho Japanese 
Courts ageinst the wrong-doer, Stated thus 
plainly it seems to me to be a proposition 
very difficult to support op any principle of 
justive or equity. If this Court haa juris. 
diction in the suit a roust it not be taken 
that the plaintiff oomes io on the same terms 
as hie would come into any Court in Her 
Majesty’s dominions, thatis as submitting to 
the jurisdiction of the Court so that all pro- 
per orders may be made against him, ond 
thus eouble tho Court to do complete justice 
between the parties? Must he not wheu 
seeking justioy be held as offering to do jus. 
tice? Had this suit been broaght in the 
High Court of Admiralty: in London as. it 
migot, the case would have boen identical 
with that of the Newbatule (assuming the 
collision to hava happened, as we hold it did, 
on the high seas), and- the plaiatift’ would 
hava been required aa a condition of going 
on with his suit to deposit security for the 
defendants’ counterclaim. Is thera soy 
reason why he should have greater privileges 
here, becanse he avails himself of the jadi« 
cial machinery constituted under the extra. 
territorial clauses of the Treaty for the trial 
of suite between his own subjects and Brilish 
aubjecte?

A short time ago I went on invitation 
to viait what we call the Taotsi's school. 
Some account of its inception was given 
jn these columns last year. Tho school has 
still only the 29 pupils with which it begin 
a little over a gear ago, Having been 
selected by examination from soveral hun- 
dred candidates they are, of course, bright, 
talented boys. Being invited to make a 
visit E was interested to ascertain what 
pragréss had been made, Three teachers 
aro'omployed to teach the Chinese Classics, 
Mathematics, and English, I was cotdi- 
ally received by the English inatructor, Mr 
Yang. This gentleman bad studied Eng- 
lish in Shanghai. aod is employed by the 
telecraph ‘company: it ‘Ohungking. That 
his English was deficient was a fact of 
whioh he himself seamed quite conscious. 

He said a foreigner was needed to teach 
English, ta which I ngroed in spite of the 
requiroments of Chinese politenoss. Be 
said that in that case he would like to pur- 
sue further the study of English. Tho 
boys wore studying reader. and an easy 
grammar, shouting aloud in. the approved 
Chinese style, I found, on examination, 
that their pronunciation made 8 commend. 
able approach to accuracy and that they up- 
derstood fairly well what they were reading, 
As might bo expected oder a Chinese 
teacher thoy wore able to converse but 
little. I hear that the Tactai desires a 
forsigner to teach English. Otherwiee, 
certainly, uo great proficioncy can be ex- 
pected, . 

A ead company passed through here a 
few days ago. Iwo Russian gentlemen, 
one of them accompanied by his wife, wore, 
aa wo understand, on 1 zoological expedi- 
tion in Mongolian Tibet, This was the 
second or third journey of tho kind which 
they had undertaken.
